" The object of this little work is to supply a Collection of Chfints, 
at a cheap rate and in a convenient form, for the use of Congre- 
gations and Schools. 

" It is but too generally the case, that the Organist is the only 
person who has a printed copy of the music sung in Church, while 
the Choir have to sing from indistinct, and very often incorrect, 
manuscript copies, and the great body of the Congregation are with- 
out the music altogether. Now that a knowledge of singing is be- 
coming so generally diffused, this state cf things ought not to last : 
the members of the Congregation should be supplied with copies of 
music, in order that they may take part in it with confidence. Until 
this is done, we shall never have good congregational singing. The 
Editor sincerely hopes that the publication of the following Collection 
of Chants may contribute to effect this desirable object in regard to 
one of the many beautiful portions of the Musical Service of the 
Church.

11 The Editor is also anxious, by the publication of the present 
volume, to meet the wishes of those Teachers who have complained 
of the want of a selection of Chants for the Canticles in his ' Collec- 
tion of Sacred Music for the use of Schools.' It is not thought 
advisable to increase the price of that volume by adding such a selec- 
tion, as there are a large number of Church Schools in which Chant- 
ing forms no part of the instruction in vocal music.
